LONDON, Feb. 2.—(UP)—The 


haughty members of the Roumanian 
legation, embarrassed no end, tonight 


refused even to dignify by official 
denial the amusing story that King 
Carol's masseur, called to cure a 
royal hangover, got caught at the 
last ‘minute in King George's fu- 
neral procession last Tuesday and 
marched in his working clothes with 
the brilliantly-garbed dignitaries of 
the Roumanian monarch’s entourage. 

But photographs published in sev- 
eral newspapers indubitably show a 
little man thus marching—wearing .a 
fedora hat, white pants, a dark coat

Only one London newspaper, the 
Daily Worker, carried a story on the 
incident. 

It said that King Carol, after an 
evening of festivities in London, to 
which he does not come often, sent 
for the masseur the morning after and 


received treatment for an hour. The 
man reportedly was an Austrian 
named Stoebs from the Hammam 
Baths, a fashionable establishment in 
Jermyn street. 

He worked over King Carol until 
the last minute, even in the roya! au- 
tomobile en route to the funera] pro- 
cession, the story goes. The party 
arrived just as the procession was get- 
ting under way and Stoebs, hemmed 
in by soldiers and police and thinking 
escape impossible, fell in with the 
Roumanians and marched away, too 
bewildered to do anything else. 

The pictures seem to show a gold 
cross or a heavy gold chain around 
the little man’s neck. Speculation had 
it that this decoration was hurriedly 
thrown over the masseur’s costume 
by a Roumanian aid in an effort to 
give him a more formal appearance. 

Further weight was given the story 
by the marked demeanor of King 
Carol in the procession, which was 
anything but regal. 

The Hammam Baths at first con- 
firmed that they had an employe 
named Stoebs, then denied it and re- 
fused any further information. 

It was believed the odd little man 
shown in the pictures, whether Car- 
ol’s masseur or not, escaped from the 
procession at Marble Arch, where 
crowds broke police lines and caused 
confusion, as pictures take. after the 
procession passed Marble Arch show- 
ed only the proper members of Carol's 
delegation.

He did 
not require hospital treatment.

If groundhogs managed to pop out 
of their holes in the south yesterday 
they found’ shivering southerners 
“mushing out” from under a melting 
snow blanket that set a depth record 
in severe! states, 

Meanwhile, looking toward today 
for further relief,. many sections had 
their hopes tinged with fear of pos- 
sible ice storms. Only a swiftly de- 
scending t®ermometer was needed to 
turn the slush into destructive ice 
‘sheets. 

In some states, the snow that 
started a week ago continued. 

In Knoxville, Tenn., where 5.3 
inches af snow fell today. another 
fall or rain was forecast for today. 

A white precipitation of three 
inches at Nashville and a bare blan- 
ket at Chattanooga were reported over 
the week-end. 

In Alabama fears of possible river 
flood stages were allayed some by a 
announcement that 10 
inches snow when melted equals 

ly one inch of rain. Northern Ala- 
bama had 11 inches of snow last 
week. 

February 2 found Arkansas with- 
uit its official groundhog, the inmate 
of the Little Rock zoo, named “Pig,” 
died last week due to “heat” when 
the zoo was warmed for other ani- 
mals during the cold wave. 

Rains were general over large areas 
of the south, especially Alabama, help- 
ing to melt the snow but adding to 
the hazard of ice in the event of fall- 
ing mercury.

F amous Georgian Placed Above Ruth, Wagner 
in Baseball’s Permanent Hall of Fame.

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—{AP)—Tyrus Raymond Cobb, fiery genius of 
the diamond for 24 triumphant years, will be the No. 1 immortal in 
baseball’s permanent hall of fame. 

The famous Georgian, who shattered virtually all records known to 
baseball during his glorious era, won the distinction as the immortal of 
immortals today by outscoring even such diamond greats as Babe Ruth. 
Honus Wagner and Christy Mathewson in the nation-wide poll to deter- 
mine which 10 players of the modern age should be represented in the 
game’s memorial hall at Cooperstown, N. Y. 

Only Cobb, Ruth, Wagner, Mathewson and Walter Johnson, probably 
the speedball king of them all, received the required majority to win 
places in the hall. of fame, but Cobb was given a margin of seven votes 
over his closest rivals, Ruth and Wagner. Out of 226 ballots cast by the 
players and writers, the Georgia Peach received 222, or four less than a 
unanimous vote. Ruth and Wagner received 215 each. Mathewson was 
fourth with 205 and Johnson fifth with 189. Seventy-five per cent of 
the total votes, or 169, were needed.
